BASTERN INDIFFERENCE 
AND WESTERN PROGRESS 


If some lecturer in an Eastern 


hall were to lay down the propos- 
ition that the hope of Canadian 
prosperity lay ip great measure in 
the future of the Western portion 
of the Dominion, he would perhaps 


swell the bosoms of his hearers 


with an emotion akin to patriotic 
pride, and they would return to 
their homes feeling themselves the 
proud co-partners in great possi- 
bilities. But if he were to go on 
and tell his eastern audience that 
they should grudge no material 
sacrifice to accelerate the advance 
ment ot of the West, the feeling 
of emotion would almost  cer- | 
tainly give way to a shock of 
annoyance, such as an elder bro- 
ther sustains when his needy 
younger brother makes applica- 
tion from a distant land for pecu- 
niary aid on the ground of ill suc- 
cess in the past and hopeful pros- 
pects for the future if only suffi- | 
cient funds are forthcoming to | 
help him to bring them to fruition, 
Asarule the prayer of the im- 
pecunious one is coldly received 
and he is recommended in 
terms of the old adage “to cut his 
coat according to his cloth.” This 
class of advice, while affording 
much satisfaction to the giver, h 

a vorrespondingiy irritating ef! 

on the recipient. whose chief diffi- 
eulty is the absence of suitable 
cutting appliances. 

The above simile is 
far fetched with regard 
position taken by the eastern 
provinces towards the West. The 
eastern men claim that much has 
already been done for the West 
and that they still being taxed to 
make provision for the needs of 
their own provinces, and they 
grudge any increased expenditure 
an this direction, being unable 
apparently to see any resulting 
return, 

This shortsighted policy is due 
either to a want of appreciation 
or of knowledge of the capabilities 
of the Western country. The 
distance between is bridged over, 
it is true, by the C, P. R., but now 
few persons avail themselves of 
this means of communication 
unless business reasons require it ? 
The result is that the mass of 
eustern people derive their know- 
ledge of the West either from 
novels, drummers or from some 
journal which gives its own views, 
irrespective of accuracy of cetaal, 
for its own particular purpose. 

It may now be stated incontro- 
vertibly that British Columbia is 
one of the richest, if not THe 
richest, field in the world for the 
production of goid, silver, copper 
and various other precious min- 
eral’, just as the North West Ter- 
1itories, and notably Alberta, are 
eminently adapted for grazing 
and stockraising. These Western 
provinces are in great measure, 
owing to their position and sur- 
roundings, limited to seek their 
wealth directly or indirectly from 
the soil itself, either by the pro- 
duction of grain, by cattle and 
liovse breeding, or by availing 
themselves of their great mineral 
On the other hand the 
older iu the east have 
manufactories already — tirmiy 
established aad from the advan- 
tages of position and surround- 
ings, these manufactorics may 
be still further extended. They | 
have, for the reasons abuye given, 
no reaeon to fear Western compe- 
tition in the matter of manufac 
turing industries, while they have 
everything to gain by the estab 
Jishment of markets in the West 
for the consamption of 
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for transit and intercommunica- 
tion should be based on such a 
moderate tariff as to make it 
difficult for alien manufacturers 
or producers who may be situated 
nesrer to the markets requiring 
supplies to suecessfully compete 
our own manufacturers or 
producers, 

These tacts and arguments are 
so self evident that the apathy 
and even the opposicion of the 
east to schemes for the develop- 
ment of the West are all the more 
amozing, Onur neighbours south 
of the line have not been slow to 
seize the golden opportunity now 
presented to them with the result 
that they have been continuously 


|supplying the demands of British

these facts is that Canada, if she
